Guests Trapped in Rooms 
by Flames — Many Es-

Ice Hampers Firemen. 


Four persons died and 14 others 
were injured sufficiently to re- 
ceive hospital treatment as a re- 
sult of a fire which destroyed the 
Alpine Hotel at 412 Pine street 
early yesterday. 

Damage to the hotel, a five-story 
brick and stone structure and to 
nearby buildings was estimated at 
$48,500 by Fire Chief Frank Egen- 
riether. Thirty pieces of fire-fight- 
ing apparatus responded to the 
five-alarm fire, the cause of which 
has not been determined. 

Firemen fought the blaze for 


four hours before bringing it un- 
der control at 8 a.m. They were 
hampered by ice which formed on 
buildings, street, ladders, hose 
lines and on the firemen them- 
Selves. 

The dead are: 

Karl Oscar Hanson, 69 years 

old, a guest at the hotel. 


Adolph O. Korst, 55, a gutst. 
Mrs. Rena Beach, 54, a guest. 
Fire Capt. Ervin Schleifstein, 

48, of 5635 Lotus avenue, who 

apparently suffered a heart at- 

tack. 
Clerk Smelled Smoke. 

James O’Donnell, 3020A Clara 
avenue, night clerk at the hotel,, 
Baid he smelled smoke around 4 
a.m., in the vicinity of the elevator 
shaft. He made a tour of the 
five floors of the hotel, saw no! 
evidence of fire, then returned to 
the ground floor. 

There, O’Donnell said, he opened | 
a door leading to the basement 
and saw that the basement was; 
in flames. He immediately roused’ 
the hotel operator, David Kanner, 
who lives on the premises. Kanner 
began running through the build- 
ing warning guests. O'Donnell, 
meanwhile, tried to turn in a fire 
alarm, but found the hotel tele- 
phones were not working, so he 
ran to the nearest phone a biock 
away. The alarm was turned in| 
at 4:12 a.m, 

The fire apparently spread rap- 
idly through the upper floors of 
the hotel. Thirty-five of the 50 
rooms were occupied, Kanner said. 
A part of the hotel records of 
guests were destroyed, but an at- 
tempt was to be made today to? 
account for everyone in the hotel 
at the time of the fire. 

Guests Trapped in Rooms. 

"Injured guests were trapped in) 
their rooms and suffered from 
inhaling smoke fumes and from 
exposure, They escaped through 
windows or down fire-escapes. 
Firemen assisted guests down the 
fire-escapes and took them from 
the windows with ladders. 

Most seriously injured were Ve- 
laska Standberg, 25, a nurse of 
Winston Salem, N. C., and Velda. 
Reynolds, 24 a waitress. Both re-| 
mained at City Hospital. The other | 
injured fire victims were treated | 
at the hospital and released. 

Miss Standberg was a former 
WAC corporal. She was discharged 
Jan. 19. Miss Standberg attracted 
the attention of firemen to the 
window of her room by throwing

IN HANGAR FIRE 
AT ARMY FIELD 


Flames Sweep Building 


at Oklahoma City — 
Bodies Found .in 


Debris, 


OKLAHOMA, CITY, Okla., Jan. 
28 (AP) — Nine persons were 
burned to death and 38 others 
were injured today when flames 
swept the main hangar of Tinker 
Field, Army Air Forces supply 
base. 

The bodies were removed from 
the smoldering wreckage of the 
hangar after workmen had cleared 
away some of the debris. 

Identification was not possible 
immediately. All of the bodies 
were burned beyond recognition. 

Firemen tontinued to dig into 
the wreckage. 

More than 800 persons employed 
in the area fled as the flames, 
fed by gasoline, swept upward 


| through the frame construction to 


the second floor. 

Ten B-29s were damaged only 
slightly because of efforts of main- 
tenance men who were working 
on the aircraft when the blaze 
started. The workers dashed into 
the hangar on small gasoline- 
powered vehicles used to move 
the big planes and towed them 


to safety.

New Auto Wage Demands. 

As the G.M.C. hearing got under 
way, UAW sources announced the 
union planned to press wage de- 
mands against other motor car 
companies, including Hudson and 
Packard and Continental Motors 
and the Briggs Manufacturing Co. 

“We are going into Hudson soon 
with a wage demand similar to 
the Chrysler settlement,” said 
Norman Matthews, national 
Chrysler director for the union. 

Melvin L. Bishop, UAW east side 
regional director, said Briggs is 
expected to follow the Chrysler 
pattern.” 

There was no management com- 

ment. 
The NLRB hearing was being 
watched closely by representatives 
of most of the other motor car 
companies. 

Describing the wage increases 
of the “other major producers” as 
“substantially higher” than their 
previous pay levels, Cranefield 
said he would introduce these in 
an effort to “support the conclu- 
sion that the respondent (General 
Motors) did not bargain in good 
faith.” 

Not a Mediation. 

In opening remarks, trial ex- 
aminer Reilly asked participants 
to avoid being influenced by 
what he called the “bitterness” 
which has marked the dispute be- 
tween General Motors and the 
striking union. He also empha- 
sized that the proceeding on the 
union’s charges against G.M.C. 
was “not a mediation” of the 
strike dispute, but would seek 
solely to determine whether the 
corporation was guilty of bar- 
gaining in bad faith. 

Preparing to take the stand 
early as an NLRB witness was 
UAW Vice President Walter 
Reuther, who yesterday told 
G.M.C. it “must pay a higher wage 
increase than either Ford or 
Chrysler” to compensate its strik- 
ing employes for their hardships. 

Reuther, who led the UAW 
team in General Motors negotia- 
tions, set no specific figure to rep- 
resent the current demand on 
G.M.C., but Insisted it would be 
thé highest automotive wage set- 
tlement because “the corporation's 
rejection of the President's fact- 
finding committee’s recommenda- 
tion is responsible for prolonging 
the strike and has forced increased 
hardships upon General Motors 
workers.”

Ex-Justice Says Supposedly ‘Missing’ Part of 
Report Was Included Elsewhere — 
Officer Tells of Prediction. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Former Supreme Court Justice 
Owen J. Roberts testified today 
the Pearl Harbor investigating 
commission he headed never saw 
the “Magic” code messages by 
which Army and Navy officials 
learned of Japanese intentions. 

Appearing before a _  Senate- 
House inquiry committee, Roberts 
clashed with Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, whom the wit- 
ness accused of attempting to 
criticize the Roberts board. 

Roberts’s disclosure that the 
Army and Navy had not shown 
the actual intercepted Japanese 
messages to the commission 
prompted Ferguson to ask how 
the board could have made some 
of its findings without these de- 
tails. @ 

“Now, Senator,” Roberts de- 
manded, “is this an investigation 
of the Roberts commission?” 

Ferguson replied that he was 
not investigating the commission 
but merely trying to learn how it 
arrived at its conclusions. 

“I think that it is criticism,” 
Roberts said. 

Earlier Roberts said nothing 


had been deleted from the report 
of his commission. 

Justice Roberts testified after 
Navy Capt.

—A 6-year-old boy who limped on 
charred feet across a field of snow 
in an effort to obtain aid for his 
baby brother has not been told yet 
that his gallant effort was in vain. 

From his cot in Redford Receiv- 
ing Hospital today, David Julien 
asked over and over again: 

“Where's Philip?”

LONDON, Jan, 28 (AP)—Deputy 
foreign ministers of the victorious 
nations sat down today to discuss 
defeated Italy’s boundaries with 
France, Austria and Yugoslavia 
in connection with drafting the 
Italian peace treaty. 

The deputies have been meeting 
for about a week, but up to now 
they have been merely reviewing 
decisions reached by the Big Five 
Council of Foreign Ministers last 
September. 

It was learned that Austria has 
sent in a written brief detailing 
its claims to part of the South 
Tyrol. The area in question in- 
habited by about 250,000 German- 
speaking persons was awarded to 
Italy after World War I. 

French Seek Aosta Strip. 

France thas minor border 
changes to press. Officials at the 
conference said they thought the 
French would win their claim to 
a mountainous strip in the Aosta 
valley in northwestern Italy. 

No action is expected on the 
Yugoslav frontier until a commit- 
tee representing France,’ the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Russia visits the disputed Venezia 
Giulia area of northeastern Italy 
and makes its report, 

Authoritative sources said they 
thought a proposed treaty with 
Austria would be  négotiated 
through diplomatic channels, They 
pointed out the Foreign Muin- 
isters’ representatives must com- 
plete treaties with Italy, Bulgaria, 
Romania, Hungary and Finland 
by May 1 for submission to a 21- 
nation peace conference in Paris. 

Negotiations Reported Begun. 

Preliminary negotiations for the 
tweaty with Austria, it was said, 
already are under way in Moscow 
and Washington.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)—

crippling steel strike “within a 
week or so.” 


Saying his forecast was based 
only partly on the trend shown 
in the recent Ford and Chrysler 
wage agreements, this official 
added that more particularly there 
were signs within the steel in- 
dustry itself that settlement advo- 
cates were gaining the upper 
hand, 


The official, closely concerned 
with Administration labor policy 
but otherwise not identified, said 
the industry had been divided into 
a “settlement bloc” and a “fight 
it out bloc,” with the former now 
apparently in the ascendancy. 

The White House probably will 
make no move for the “next three 
or four days,” he said, but after 
that “a lot of things may happen.” 
He added that Government seizure 
action is unlikely. 

He did not-elaborate further. It 
was apparent that throughout the 
Administration there were high 
hopes that the week-end labor 
agreements would help induce 
settlement of the great steel strike 
and the General Motors tie-up. 

A United States Steel Corp. 
spokesman here said that Benja- 
min F. Fairless, the company’s 
president, was on his way to Wash- 
ington “to confer with Govern- 
ment officials.” The conference 
was not to be at the White House, 
the spokesman said, and he was 
unable to say which officials were 
to be visited. 

Stabilization and reconversion 
officials are said to have reached 
a decision that a steel price in- 
crease of about $4 a ton will be 
granted ultimately, as compared 
with the $7 a ton which Fairless 
has asserted was necessary before 
wage increases can be granted, 


STRIKE MAY MAKE 
THOUSANDS IDLE 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 28 
(AP)—Layoffs of workers by the 
thousands within the next few 
weeks in industries dependent on 
steel was foreshadowed today as 


CIO United Steel Workers for 
higher pay went into the eighth 
day. 

In the automobile and auto parts 
industries alone nearly 250,000 
workmen may be idle by the end 
of the week, industry spokesmen 
said. The auto industry is steel’s 
biggest customer. 

At Detroit, there was a tangible 
move toward settlement of at least 
part of the steel strike. Thomas 
Shane, USW district director, an- 
nounced yesterday that negotia- 
tions had been resumed with a 
basic steel plant and four fabri- 
cating units. He declined toname 
the plants, but said they employ 
from 20 to 380 workers. 

In the Pittsburgh area, the Tri- 
state Industrial Association, repre- 
senting 56 strike-bound fabricat- 
ing plants, asked the Government 
to make known the exact amount 
of the proposed increase in the 
price of steel. 

The group, in a telegram to Re- 
conversion Director Snyder, said 
it needed the information immedi- 
ately, because, as the result of its 
insistence that the steel workers’ 
union negotiate separately with 
the fabricators, some have re- 
ceived offers from the union to 
start negotiations. 

Frank Rising of Detroit, gen- 
eral manager of the Automotive 
and Aviation Parts Manufactur- 
ers, Inc., has estimated that 200,- 
000 workers would be laid off by 
the end of the week as the steel! 
shortage forced the closing of 
many automotive parts plants. 

Ford Motor Co. announced 25,- 
000 workers would be laid off this 
week, in addition to the 15,000 laid 

last week.

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Production Resume d{Scientist Tells Senate 


Quietly at Government- 
Seized Packing Plants 
After Strikes. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 28 (AP)—A Gov- 
ernment spokesman said “appar- 
ently all” the 248,000 meat workers 
returned today to jobs in Govern- 
ment-seized meat packing plants, 
and production got under way aft- 
er 12 days of strikes. 

A CIO meat workers’ union rep- 
resentative confirmed the Govern- 
ment spokesman’s report, adding 
things were “all quiet on the meat 
packing front.” 

Patrick J. Gorman, president of 
the AFI Meat Workers’: Union, 
said all his men returned to work 
Saturday. 

Receipts of hogs at 12 leading 
Western markets were 136,000 to- 
day, compared with 53,045 a week 
ago and 72,085 a year ago. 

Although slaughtering began to- 
day, carcasses must be “hung” 24 
to 48 hours, so that deliveries in 
quantity to the country’s butcher 
shops probably will not start be- 
fore Wednesday. However, gov- 
ernment managers Of some plants 
said deliveries would be resumed 
immediately of meat taken from 
supplies on hand. 

Gayle Armstrong, government 
director of the seized plants, is- 
sued a statement saying livestock 
receipts were substantial today 
and operations at packing plants 
“are proceeding smoothly.” 

“It will take several days to get 
everything completely back to nor- 
mal, but we are very encouraged 
by the progress reports which are 
coming in today,” Armstrong said. 
“With continied co-operation all 
along the line, meat should be 
moving to the armed services and 
civilians in normal volume soon.” 

Armstrong warned livestock 
shippers to “continue close check” 
with their agents “in order to 
avoid glutting markets by getting 
og of yard and plant capaci- 

es,”

Military Control.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 


land, demanded in the Senate to- 


day that President Truman imme- 
diately call a world disarmament 
conference to prevent an atomic 
world war. 

Interrupting the Senate filibus- 
ter against the Fair Employment 
Practice Commission bill, he said 
he doubted that the United Na- 
tions action for “control” of the 
atomic bomb would be successful. 

“I do not believe that the Unit- 
ed Nations Organization is 
equipped to initiate successfully a 
task of this magnitude,” the Sena- 
tor said, after pointing out that all 
the remaining great world powers 
are rearming to the teeth. 

Threat in Armaments. 

Because Germany and Japan 
are not to be permitted to rearm, 
Tydings said, there js this situa- 
tion: 

“It is as plain as the nose on 
one’s face that the great armed 
forces of our own country are 
being maintained principally for 
possible use against Russia, Brit- 
ain, France or China, since Ger- 
many and Japan are to be kept 
disarmed. 

“Is it not plain, too, that Russia 
is maintaining her armed forces 
for possible use against Britain or 
the United States or France or 
China?” 

Tydings introduced a resolution 
calling for the world disarmament 
conference as he began a lengthy 
prepared speech in its support. 

Showdown of Good Faith. 

Saying that this nation had 
“weakened” itself in previous 
world disarmament moves, Ty- 
dings said now is the time for a 
showdown of good faith among 
the great powers. 

“Strangely enough,” he said, 
“the U.N.O. seems content to have 
nations agree only for the control 
of the atomic bomb, It does not 
seem bent upon prohibiting its 
future use. ... We seem to have 
forgotten the possibilities of the 
rocket, the V-1 and V-2 and other 
flying bombs which can wing their 
way near the stars on flight of 
hundreds of miles on their evil 
missions of destruction.” 

Scientist Testifies. 

Earlier Senators were told by 
Dr. Harrison Davies of the Fed- 
eration of Atomic Scientists that 
development of atomic energy 
“must certainly be freed from 
every vestige of military control.” 

Davies, a native of Winchester, 
Va., now is working at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn, site of an atomic bomb 
plant. He said he spoke for more 
than 1500 scientists and engineers 
connected with work on the new 
source of power. 

He said in testimony prepared 
for the special Senate committee 
on atomic energy tnat “we wish 
to go on record most strongly as 
favoring complete exclusion of the 
military from any policy-making 
function on the commission” pro- 
posed for handling the problem. 

Davies added, “We do not mean 
to exclude efficient liaison be- 
tween the commission and the 
armed forces.” 

“However,” he sald, “it is in the

This temperature, 
of course, drops sharply as heat 
waves progress 6utward from the 
core, but still remains highly de- 
structiive. At Hiroshima, Ameri- 
can scientists have reported, vir- 
tually all persons within about 
one mile of the bomb who were 
not killed by mechanical causes 
were burned fatally or seriously. 

4. At the instant of explosion 
there is emitted a huge quantity 
of radiation. These radium-like 
waves killed inhabitants of Hiro- 
Shima and Nagasaki who were di- 
rectly under the bomb, affecting 
the blood-forming tissues and 
causing the blood to seep 
| through apparently undamaged 
skin and to drain into internal 
cavities.

These views were not volun- 
teered by Small, but elicited under 
persistent questioning by mem- 
bers of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee. The sugges- 
tions he advanced concerning how 
heusing construction may be in- 
creased over the present program 
appeared to be drawn from mate- 
rial now under consideration by 
Wilson Wyatt, Federal Housing 
Expediter, and lately designated 
National Housing Agency Direc- 
tor. 

Wyatt is to appear tomorrow be- 
fore the committee, which is con- 
sidering the Patman housing bill. 
He is expected to present details 
of the revised housing program 
on which he has been working 
with Small and other administra- 
tion officials, 

Suggests U. S. Plants. 

“We can do the job,” Small said, 
“if we use the techniques we used 
during the war to expand produc- 
tion capacity. As shortages in 
materials develop, if private risk 
capital does not take on the job, 
the Government can do it. Sup- 
pose we want a plant to produce 
another 1500 tons of cast-iron pipe 
a month. We can build more pro- 
duction capacity for that plant. or 
we can grant tax amortization 
privileges, or, as a last resort, the 
Government can build its own 
plants, as jt built the aluminum 
plants for the war.” 

Small had told the committee 
that the present problem, in pro- 
duction of the 11 critically short 
materials for which CPA has 
established priorities, was largely 
manpower shortages. A contribut- 
ing factor in some areas, however, 
he said, was inadequate utilization 
of existing plant facilities. As 
these bottlenecks are solved, how- 
ever, he warned that new ones 
would appear. 

Demobilization would eliminate 
the manpower shortages, he 
thought, but soon there will be a 
shortage of plant capacity, assum- 
ing that the housing goal is 
stepped up from the present 475,- 
000 to 500,000 units set for this year. 
If risk capital does not provide 
the additional plant capacity, 
Small said, the Government wil] 
have no alternative but to stop in 
and see that the plants are built 
or that equipment is provided for 
existing plants in need of it.

Havighurst urged the Senate 
committee to support President 
Truman's request for “fact-finding 
legislation,” saying opposition to 
it comes from the “stronger em- 
ployers and the stronger unions.” 

The Administration proposal 
would set up fact-finding boards 
with subpena power and would 
prohibit strikes for 30 days while 
the boards sit. The bill before the 
House committee does not provide 
for either subpena power or a 
cooling-off period. 

Aid to Bargaining. 

Under fact-finding boards, Hav- 
ighurst said “the side that is 
the weaker in the economic strug- 


gle is given the advantage” of al 


public hearing. He said this would 
strengthen collective bargaining. 
Asserting the existing postwar in- 
dustrial disputes are “natural,” 
Havighurst said the “situation 
calls not for a plague, but for un- 
derstanding. The task of Congress, 
as I see it, is not to determine 
which party it wants to hang, but 
to aid in developing a healthv 
system of collective bargaining.”

Charles E. Hughes Jr., son of 
the retired chief justice, argued 
before the Supreme Court in be- 
half of Mrs. Cromwell, that: She 
was not a resident of New Jersey 
but had her home in Hawaii; the 
endowment functioned outside of 
New Jersey; the township ‘“‘delib- 
erately singled out Mrs. Cromwell 
to impose a discriminatory bur- 
den.”

Cost of Prefabricated 
Houses Would Range 
From $1350 to $2150, 
McAfee Says. 


Plays for, purchasing 100 pre- 
fabricated houses, to be erected 
for veterans and their families, 
>were announced this afternoon by 
J. Wesley McAfee, chairman of the 
Citizens’ Emergency Housing 
Committee, at a Board of Alder-

men hearing on the proposed 
ordinance to relax zoning law re- 
quirements in residence districts. 

McAfee said the prefabricated 
houses would be like those now 
being put up on Washington Uni- 
versity campus, and that their 


cost, erected, would be $1350 for 
a one-bedroom house, with living 
room, kitchenette and bath; and 
$2150 for a larger house with two 
bedrooms. 

McAfee’s announcement followed 
his argument before the Zoning 
and City Planning Committee of 
the Aldermen, for the zoning re- 
laxation proposal. 
speakers who had opposed it, Mc- 
Afee said the measure was needed 
to aid in what might become a 
desperate situation. “If it fur- 
nished no new living space,” he 
said, “no harm will be done; if it 
does help, it will be a Godsend to 
the city.” 

A veterans’ committee, petition- 
ing the aldermen’ topass the re- 
laxation measure, asked also that 
the bill be amended to make the 
relief apply to the general public, 
and not to soldiers and ex-soldiers 
alons. This, the veterans said, 
might cause it to be invalidated as 
class legislation. 

“Aside from the unfortunate 
omission of members of the war- 
time merchant marine,” the vet- 
erans’ committee said, “the com- 
mittee wishes to emphasize that it 
is not only veterans who are con- 
fronted with a housing problem, 
but the people generally, and we 
veterans in no way dissociate our- 
selves from others in need.” 
Veterans’ Statement. 
veterans’ statement was 
presented to the aldermen by 
Douglas MacLeod, 2849 Russell 
boulevard, member of the execu- 
tive board of the St. Louis Vet- 
erans’ Committee on Housing and 
Jobs. The aldermanic committee 
chairman is Alderman Joseph Sa- 
puto. 

“Relaxing the zoning law,” the 
veterans’ committee said, “will not 
solve the city’s housing crisis, even 
temporarily. An adequate program 
must also include immediate erec- 
tion of new housing of all types, 
including pre-fabricated houses 
and trailers as well as permanent 
houses; also conversion of existing 
non-resident buildings to dwelling 
purposes, sequestration of building 
materials now available, requisi- 
tion of vacant dwelling houses, 
transfer of hotels and other hous- 
ing facilities from the War and 
Navy Departments to the city. 

“These and other things can and 
must be done. The fact that none 
of these measures has been accom- 
plished, that in this city not one 
single unit. of housing has been 
produced by the responsible au- 
thorities, is all the more reason 
for the speedy lifting of the zon- 
ing law, in order that at least the 
additional facilities thus made 
available can be immediately util- 
ized.” 

Need for Single Rooms. 

To the argument that most of 
the space made available by zon- 
ing relaxation would be single 
rooms, the committee said “a sub- 
Stantial number of veterans,” in- 
clucing many students, desired 
single rooms, A recent request of 
the Washington University Alum- 
ni Bulletin for information ag to 
“any available single rooms” was 
cited. 

“There is good reason to believe 
that considerable housing would 
be made available,” the commit- 
tee said, It cited a real estate 
dealer’s report showing 76 rooms 
available in five houses on Van- 
deventer place, with the state- 
ment that the occupants of the 
houses wished to have the laws 
changed. However, property deed 
restrictions figure in the Vande- 
venter place situation. 

Mrs. George Gellhorn§ spoke 
against the measure, and present- 
ed a letter from Mrs. Aaron Fisch- 
er, president of the League of 
Women Voters, citing the report 
of the sub-committee of the Emer- 
gency Housing Committee, oppos- 
ing the relaxation. The housing 
committee as a whole did not ap- 
prove the sub-committee’s report. 
Mrs. Fischer’s letter expressed 
the fear that the measure would 
“maintain and spread blighted 
areas,” 

Edwin Smith, chairman of the 
General Council on Civic Needs, 
and Elmer B. Klein, chairman of 
the zoning committee of that body 
also spoke against the proposal. 
Klein said, in reply to a question 
from Alderman Herman Novack

nesses on a tax-exempt basis. 

One interesting phase of the 
Robinson Foundation enterprises, 
consisting of two New Jersey 
firms and one Los Angeles plant, 
is that they are operated on a fee 
basis by a firm of industrial ad-| 
visors, Continental Industries, Inc. 
Ernest Jarvis, president of the 
managerial concern, which has no | 
connection with the Foundation 
except to direct its business af-| 
fairs, asserted that Continental 
fees were less than 1 per cent of 
net profit earned by the Founda- 
tion’s factories. 

81-Bed Hospital Maintained. 

These factories provide from 
$20,000 to $25,000 a month to the 
Foundation, Jarvis said, describing 
them as the Hatfield Wire & Cable 
Division, Hillside, N. J.: the Wel- 
lin Davit & Bolt Division, Perth 
Amboy, and the Leach Relay Co. 
Division, manufacturers of elec- 
trical devices at Los Angeles. With 
these proceeds, contributions from 
private sources and fees, the Rob- 
inson Foundation maintains an 81- 
bed, 25-crib hospital, estimating 
visiting patients at about 5000 a 
month. It also conducts extensive 
research, Jarvis said. 

He pointed out that the Founda- 
tion’s accounting of receipts and 
expenditures, including salaries 
and expenses, are made regularly 
to the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue, where decision on tax exe mp- 
tion is made. Although the Foun- 
dation does not issue financial 
statements or other credit-rating 
information, Jarvis estimated that 
the total cost of administering the 
Foundation was less than $75,000 
annually for all salaries, directors’ 
fees, wages, legal fees and other 
items. Total salaries, including 
those of officers and employes as 
well as the income of the founder, 
George P. Robinson, do not exceed 
$30,000 annually, he said.

Clash of Interests 


There are many veteran diplo-

of these people, Russia’s ambi- 
tions are go extensive that they 
cannot be satisfied without such 
serious encroachments on Brit- 
ain’s established interests that 
Britain will have to resist them. 
These interests are both political 
and material and, in some cases, 
they are shared by other nations, 
including the United States. 
Some of Russia’s ambitions 
have been voiced, others are be- 
ing kept in reserve until the time 
when they can be put forward 
without causing too violent a re- 


action. 


By its activities in Iran, Russia 
has convinced the western powers 
that it is out to assume the role 
which Britain has played in the 
Middle East for the last century. 
How far Russia can go is prob- 
lematical, Mut the general feeling 
is that it intends to move to the 
Persian gulf. Russia’s leaders 
have already avowed their inter- 
est in controlling the Dardanelles 
through the annexation of bases 
on what is now Turkish territory. 
They have also suggested that 
they be given a base in Tripoli on 
the southern coast of the Medi- 
terranean. This means that they 
want a position which would neu- 
tralize Britain’s control of the 
Suez canal. 

In the Far East, Russia quite 
understandably wants. extensive 
port facilities, presumably for com- 
mercial purposes but, incidentally, 
capable of serving its naval needs. 

Nearer home as far as Britain, 
western Europe and the United 
States are concerned, Russia 
shows signs of wanting control 
of the Baltic. The continued pres- 
ence of its troops on the island 
of Bornholm, an integral part of 
metropolitan Denmark, means that 
Russia now exercises strategic 
control over the Baltic’s outlet. 
The Russians are still telling the 
dates they expect to leave Born- 
holm, but have given no sign of 
actually doing so. 


Restraints on Britain 


In addition to these positive 
intentions. Russia has certain 
negative ones aimed directly at 
Britain’s position 

First, it has announced time and 
again that it will not tolerate a 
“western European bloc.” This 
term, as interpreted by Russia, 


covers a multitude of things It 
certainly covers any attempt by 
Britain to form the small states 
of Western Europe into a bloc 
anywhere neaf as close-knit as 
Russia’s bloc in Eastern Europe 
Also, Russia has shown a deter- 
mination tc undermine British 
prestige in areas where it has al- 
ways been great and where it 
might conceivably be great again.

HE Foreign Policy Association 
T yesterday called for clarifica- 
term attitude toward Germany as 
“one of the most important tests 
of this country’s relations with 
Russia.” 

“Only when the United States 
has clarified its own policy toward 
Europe,” the association said in a 
statement, ‘will it be able legiti- 
mately to question the policy of 
Russia, and to propose construc- 
tive alternatives to the actual or 
assumed objectives of the Soviet 
Government on the Continent.” 

The statement was based on a 
survey by the association’s re- 
search director, Vera Micheles 
Dean, who said: 


“The United States and Britain 
can legitimately ask Russia to 
clarify its policies, and to moder- 
ate its demands in various regions 
of the world where it has asserted 
its interest. But they must expect 
in turn that Russia will ask for 
similar clarification of our poli- 
cies, and moderation of our claims 
to intervene in areas of the world 
where we claim political, strategic 
or economic interests. 


No Exceptions Possible. 


“For example, when the western 
powers insist that Russia should 
encourage the establishment of 
democracy in Romania or Bulga- 
ria, they must not be surprised if 
Moscow should insist on the estab- 
lishment of democracy in Burma, 
or the Dominican Republic, which 
occupies a position in the United 
States’s sphere of influence and se- 
curity comparable to that occupied 
by the Balkan countries in Rus- 
sia’s sphere. When the western 
powers demand that Russia should 
withdraw its troops; from Iran 
they should not consider it pre- 
sumptuous of the Russians to 
question their intervention in Pal- 
estine, Indonesia or China. 

“What has been most difficult 
for the United States and Britain 
to accept is the idea that Russia 
has become a world power, and 
intends to play the role of a world 
power exactly like its two part- 
ners among the Big Three.

S this is written, the outlook for a solution of the labor crisis 
A oorears much brighter. The President has got his first breaks, 

after a long series of disappointments which might well have 
shattered the confidence of Mr. Micawbar.

Despite his strong sense of duty, 
he has told all and sundry that 
he did not want the job, which 
has haedly strengthened his power 
of leadership. He has gone to 
lengths in doing this which have 
actually threatened to destroy his 
power of leadership altogether, by 
convincing those who see him 
that he means, in 1948, to hand 
on the poisoned chalice of the 
presidency to another man, 


Enviable Lescot. 


One sample of these presiden- 
tial manifestations is perhaps 
apocryphal but characteristic. On 
being informed by a State De- 
partment official of the revolu- 
tion in Haiti, Truman is supposed 
to have inquired into the fate of 
President Lescot. When he was 
told Lescot was in the lockup, he 
is reported to have answered: 

“Well, I've just come from an- 
other labor conference, and jail 
seems like a hell of a good place 
to be.” 

Other stories are better authen- 
ticated. To a Missouri caller, he 
spoke with such feeling about his 
unhappy lot that the Missourian, 
bursting with self-importance, told 
all and sundry in Washington in 
strictest confidence that the 
President would not run again. 
This episode was sufficiently seri- 
ous to force Postmaster General 
Hannegan to go to the White 
House and ask for a flat denial. 

A man in such a mood is not the 
man who can ride the whirlwind 
and command the waves to cease 
to rage. Furthermore, as has been 
pointed out, the President has had 
a weak staff, and an administra- 
tion rent by internal dissension. 
Even if he desired to, the Presi-

dent probably could not make 
himself like his job. But he can 
at least strengthen the assistance 
available to him, and ask his sub- 
ordinates to pull together a little 
better. This, apparently, la what 
he has decided to do, 


Grand Get-Together. 


The essential division within the 
Administration has been between 
the White House crowd and evéry- 
one else. The most important 
single figure in the White House 
group is John Snyder, director of 
the Office of War Mobilization and 
Reconversion. Snyder has been 
much attacked. The thing about 
Snyder, so far as it is possible to 
judge, which both exposes him to 
attack and gives him his strength, 
is that he very exactly reflects 
Truman. Where Truman would 
err, he errs. But as it is incon- 
venient to denounce Truman him- 
self, everyone denounces Snyder. 
Partly because his lot has not 
been happy, Snyder has progres 
sively become isolated within the 
Administration, even from those 
who would have helped him, lke 
Secretary of the Treasury Vinson. 

Immediately after Big Steel re- 
fused to settle with the steel 
workers, however, the inner ten- 
sions of the Administration 
reached a point where something 
had to be done. Accordingly, a 
sort of get-together was held be 
tween Snyder and other leading 
figures, like Hannegan and Vin- 
son, It was agreed that hereafter 
Snyder would seek advice and 
backing from all his major col- 
leagues. If this is followed up, 
there will be real teamwork. That 
alone will be a great step forward.

The country will rejoice over the wage settle- 
ments with the Ford and Chrysler companies, 
It will take particular satisfaction, we believe, 
in the fact that these settlements were arrived 
at without strikes, without Government fact- 
finding ii.terference, but instead by the free, 
democratic process of collective bargaining. What 
is more, they were arrived at after weeks and 
months of serious negotiations, with each side 
making concessions and, seemingly, with an ab- 
sence of rancor and abuse by either side. 


Peaceful settlements having been reached with 
Kaiser, Ford and Chrysler, the country, we be- 
lieve, will be justified in looking hopefully and 
gxpectantly to the leaders of the General Mo- 
tors Corp. and to the leaders of the United Auto 
Workers for a settlement. 


Effects of GM Strike 


A peculiar responsibility rests upon both sides 
in the case of General Motors. Here there is 
a strike which is eosting 200,000 workers mil- 
lions of dollars in wages and, correspondingly, 
is costing the nation’s purchasing power that 
amount. It is denying the consumers the trucks 
and cars which they want and seriously need. 
It is denying stockholders, both large and small, 
a return on their investments. 


More importantly, the strike is denying other 
automobile manufacturers vitally-needed parts 
without which, it appears, they will shortly be 
forced to shut down. The Ford company has al- 
ready laid off 15,000 employes for lack of parts 
supplied by General Motors, and it will be com- 
pelled to close down completely by Feb. 5 unless 
parts are forthcoming. 

We do not presume to pass judgment on the 
merits of the question, but we believe it will 
be difficult for the disinterested observer to un- 
derstand why it is impossible or inadvisable for 
General Motors to pay something in the neigh- 
borhood of the union’s demand of 1914 cents 
when its smaller and less powerful competitor, 
Chrysler, already paying 1 cent more per hour, 
has agreed to pay an increase of 1842 cents, and 
when Ford, already paying a substantially higher 
wage than General Motors, namely 6 cents more 
an hour, is able to see its way clear toward pay- 
ing an increase of 18 cents. 


Extremism on Both Sides 


It would seem that in the spread of 142 cents 
between Ford’s agreement at 18 cents and the 
1914-cent figure in the General Motors strike, 
it should be possible for both sides, in their own 
interest and in the interest of the country’s need 
for prompt postwar reconversion, to find a mid- 
dle ground. 

In saying this, we repeat the view we have 
previously expressed that efforts of the union, 
through its spokesman, Walter Reuther, to inter- 
fere in purely management problems of General 
Motors—such as the prices to be paid for its 
cars—are unreasonable and uncalled-for. As it 
happens, General Motors has not asked for price 
increases; nevertheless, this and other man- 
agerial responsibilities must not be encroached 
upon by labor. 

Realizing that, once a strike is started, pas- 
sions run high in the heat of an industrial bat- 
tle, we think the country has lost patience with 
violent charges and countercharges from both 
sides. 

We doubt, for example, that General Motors 
has deliberately planned a war to the death with 
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A Middle Way for Labor Peace 


the intention of taking advantage of the carry- 
back provisions in the tax laws. We doubt, too, 
whether, as Philip Murray has charged, United 
States Steel is deliberately trying to destroy the 
union, 


We think Mr. Fairless’s remark on this point 


was pertinent when he said: “You don’t destroy 
unions by offering them the highest wage in- 
crease in history.” 


On the other hand, there would seem to be 
no doubt but that, whatever the provocation, 
the representatives of General Motors were guil- 
ty at least at one stage of the negotiations of a 
feigned indiffeggnce, of resorting to abusive lan- 
guage and of failing to live up to the real spirit 
of collective bargaining. The country, we be- 
lieve, is looking to Mr. Wilson and to Mr. Reuther 
to get together. 


The Case of Steel 


Similarly, we believe that in the case of United 
States Steel the country looks to Mr. Fairless 
and Mr. Murray and, in this case, to Mr. Tru- 
man as well, to bring an end to the strike. There 
seems to be little doubt—indeed, it has been ad- 
mitted—that an increase, and a substantial in- 
crease, in the price of steel must be allowed by 
Mr. Truman. Whether the promised increase of 
approximately $4 per ton is too low or whether 
the demanded $7 per ton is too high, we do not 
pretend to know. We do believe that, as is 
the case in every instance of bargaining, there is 
a middle ground which can and should be found. 


Mr. Fairless has recognized the need for a 
wage increase. Mr. Truman has recognized the 
need for a price increase. Mr. Truman has been 
reluctant to make that increase too great lest it 
cause the present controlled inflation to get out 
of control. Although we have disagreed with 
the President as to his methods, we honor him 
for his efforts to control inflation, 

In the case of steel, however, a protracted 
strike would plainly be disastrous to the coun- 
try’s economy. Mr, Truman, therefore, has to 
choose between the danger of a long, continued 
steel strike and the danger of consenting to an 
increase in the price of steel. This latter dan- 
ger will persist whether or not the Government 
seizes the steel plants. 

This price increase—let us face the facts plain- 
ly—may be an inflationary factor. It is a hard 
choice, In the last analysis, we believe that, 
while danger exists in either course, there is 
less danger in conceding an increase in the price 
of steel and thereby bringing the steel strike to 
an end—an end agreed upon voluntarily by both 
sides and by the Government and without the 
uncertainties of Government seizure. 


Taxing the Nation’s Patience 


When Mr. Truman and Mr. Fairless get to- 
gether again, which they must do, Mr. Fairless 
must, in fairness to all concerned, remember 
that if the strike continues Government seizure 
will become, as we believe, almost inevitable. He 


, should remember, too, and so should Mr. Tru- 


man, that the country is not likely very long 
to endure the spectacle of having the manufac- 
ture of steel, its most vital and essential prod- 
uct, indefinitely suspended. 

Let Mr. Truman, Mr. Fairless and Mr. Murray 
get together and give the country the steel it 
needs for iceboxes, for railroads, for houses, for 
bridges and for a million and one other things. 
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One Language 

In proposing that the United Nations Organi- 
zation adopt a measure for the compulsory teach- 
ing of some one language in all the schools of 
the world, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt was moved by 
a worthy motive, a desire to remove the lan- 
guage bar to peace. It seems likely, though, that 
more substantial results could be accomplished 
by less drastic methods. 

It is difficult to conceive of Federal or state 
government in the United States compelling 
every school child to study one specified foreign 
language, It is even more difficult to conceive 
of every school child in this country whole-heart- 
edly obeying such an order. The moving force 
of education is interest; and legislative fiat, far 
from evoking it, more often antagonizes it. 

Mrs. Roosevelt will serve the cause of educa- 
tion better if she will have the patience to rely 
on the educational process. If the United Na- 
tions could agree on an international language, 
and if a concerted effort could be made to 
arouse and guide the interest of students every- 
where in learning it, the world would then be lit- 
tle by little lowering the language bar and open- 
ing the way to understanding by means of a com- 
mon denominator of communication. 
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A Tepee, a House by Any Name 

Something should be said for Mrs. Wack-Wack, 
a Yakima Indian woman who, according to the 
New York Herald Tribune; continues the ancient 
craft of tepee-making. She makes tepees of 
canvas, and for sticklers for the primitive, she 
makes them of skins. She makes them for In- 
dians and Boy Scouts. She makes them for any- 
one who wants that kind of home. And since, 
in her small way, she has done something really 
efféctive about the housing shortage, we com- 
mend her to our Citizens’ Emergency Housing 
Committee, which hasn't. 
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Missouri Evidence on Medical Care 

The survey of health conditions in rural Mis- 
souri, conducted by two sociologists at the State 
university and made public today, is a document 
packed with evidence backing up the reasoning 
of President Truman in his recent message urg- 
ing a broadening of medical services available 
to the public. 

The rate of illness goes up as the distance from 
centers where medical service is available in- 
creases, it was found by the investigators, Harold 
F, Kaufmann and Warren W. Morse, The illness 
rate is from 40 per cent to twice as great for 
persons living 13 miles or more from a doctor 
than among those living closer than three miles, 
This is factual evidence justifying the Presi- 


dent’s proposal for providing more medical and 
hospital facilities in rural areas. 

The survey verifies the contention that eco- 
nomic status has much to do with the rate of 
illness. Persons earning less than $499 a year 
had 523 illnesses per thousand annually, the fig- 
ures show, while those earning more than $1000 
had 422 illnesses per thousand. These figures 
prove again the need for making medical serv- 
ices more readily available to persons of low in- 
come, as the President proposes to do by means 
of a compulsory health insurance system. 

The Missouri report is a tough nut for the 
standpatters who contend that Americans have 
“the best medical oare in the world” and that 
all plans for reducing the illness rate are sheer 
radicalism. 


Back to Conservatism ? 

Ernest T.' Weir is pleading with his fellow- 
industrialists and business men throughout the 
country for a return of the Republican party to 
pure conservatism. He is urging that the best 
interests of the country ‘‘can be served by con- 
servative government.” 

Mr. Roosevelt destroyed the old Democratic 
party, says Mr. Weir, “and made his hybrid New 
Deal the country’s first real radical party.” And 
the GOP, instead of being its old conservative 
self, has tried to win converts among the New 
Deal following “‘by being halfway radical.” 

We should like to see Mr. Weir expand his 
idea and give it specific application. If the GOP 
goes back to pure conservatism, it would have to 
stand for repeal of scores of measures that have 
been passed since 1933. It would have to come 
out against social security, the Wagner Act, bank 
deposit insurance, stock and security market 
regulation, TVA, minimum wage law and numer- 
ous other New Deal innovations. 

Of course, nothing would please the Demo- 
crats better than to have a GOP platform and 
candidate in 1948 asking for erasure from the 


books of laws which long ago have been accepted. 


It would be the quickest way for the GOP to 
commit suicide, which its leaders, despite Mr. 
Weir’s suggestion, are not prepared to do. 

Messrs. Landon, Willkie and Dewey, the last 
three GOP presidential candidates, swallowed 
most of the New Deal policies and the next GOP 
candidate will be forced to do the same. This 
political compulsion leaves the GOP in an un- 
happy philosophic position, from which no per- 
fect rescue seems possible.

Building world community awaits solution of problems between 
major powers, America and Russia, says newspaper editor: offers 
six-point peace plan to stop making atomic bombs, give Russia 
and Britain economic help and establish freedom of information.

The planetary power of the United States 
is the outstanding world fact in 1946. But 
our thought about it ought to be diluted. 
For as soon as the rest of the world has 
its own atom bombs, the United States will 
be the logical target for an aggressor and 
the target will be vulnerable, 


Scientists give us a five-year run of su- 
premacy. Thus the problem confronting 
the nation can be stated simply: Evolving 
a five-year plan of foreign policy which 
will insure world peace 


How? How get going with the building 
up of a world community? The obvious 
answer is to concert measures in common 
with the world in the United Nations for 
the transfer of power to a world authority. 
The trouble is that as yet neither of the 
two great power-holders of the world will 
abridge their own national sovereignty 
enough to permit such a transfer. 


Foreign Policy in Tandem 


These power-holders are the United States 
and, at a far distance behind, Russia. Both 
want peace, The first task of our diplo- 
macy must therefore be the development 
of a Russo-American equilibrium in prep- 
aration for, and concurrently with, our 
greater task of establishing the world com- 
munity. This is foreign policy in tandem. 


It may be said that the rest of the world 
will object to a quest for a Russo-American 
equilibrium outside as well as inside the 
United Nations. I doubt it. At San Fran- 
cisco I found that the nations were far 
more afraid of Russia and America falling 
out than of a Russo-American front. 


A six-point outline of global American 
policy, directed primarily at the Russo- 
American impasse and finally at the 
achievement of a world community, is here- 
under presented as the Washington Post's 
base of discussion. 


Manufacture of the atomic bomb should 
be stopped at once, and an announcement 
to that effect made. This would be the 
best assurance to Russia that our aim is 
to internationalize the atom bomb. Russia 
already has agreed to the procedure, It 
remains to speed procedure into program 
by a gesture of good faith, 


Atom Bomb Is Mental Catalyst

This has been promised by the Navy, but 
has not yet been done. The demonstration 
is the nation’s due as it seeks to lay down 
a postwar military organization. (This has 
now been arranged, to‘take place in the 
spring.—Editor’s Note.) 


It is the world’s due, too. For the fact 
is that to some people, Hiroshima wasn’t 
enough of a mental catalyst. It still left 
life in policies that were killed in the Jap- 
anese explosion. It froze minds, but it did 
not change enough of them. 


Offer the British a plan for economic re- 
vival and colonial liquidation. At Moscow, 
the only area for which no procedure of 
pacification was prescribed was the Middle 
East. Here is the sore spot. And the Unit- 
ed States is fast being reduced to a role 
of honest broker in the prevention of Rus- 
so-British difficulties, even incidents. 


It is not enough to do a daily chore as 
a go-between. Nor will it suffice to give 


other Middle Eastern powers examples of 
good conduct—as, for instance, in our sim- 
ple-minded withdrawal from Iran before 
due date, Negations are no substitute for 
positives, 


Establish private international corpora- 
tions in business and in banking. It is ab- 
solutely vital to encourage private interna- 
tionalization ag well as public. I mention 
the possibility of chartering private cor- 
oprations by the United Nations. Why 
should there not be an international] air 
transport company, International develop- 
ment banks (ike, for example, the China 
consortium of pre-war years), an interna- 
tional corporation for the exploitation of 
uranium deposits, as well as an interna- 
tionalized Ruhr? 


A New Type of Corporation 


Objections might be offered by the anti- 
cartelists. But private cartels are run for 
private interest. The new type of corpora- 
tion I am thinking of would serve the pub- 
lic interest; they would promote a com- 
mon interest across frontiers, and, more- 
over, safeguards against selfishness would 
be provided by regulation and overseership 
by the United Nations. 


A loan to Russia. It is said that the re- 
frain running throughout Stalin’s talks 
with Roosevelt was that he could never be 
content until the Russians had gained a 
living standard comparable with the aver- 
age European’s. For that purpose he 
needed peace—and help. The help could 
be given in the only real surplus we have 
got, namely, manufacturing equipment and 
know-how, 


Such a loan to Russia would be of im- 
mense benefit to the United States, Russia 
is the greatest source of American needs 
in the entire world. What we don't need 
currently we could store or stockpile and, 
in addition, we could nurse some of our 
own resources. 


News Freedom to Counter Fear 


Freedom of information. Darkness has 
no place in the atomic age. Freedom of 
information is the only counter to fear, 
better than any system of inspection in 
atomic controls, and the leading promoter 
of representative institutions. At present 
we are seeking—as, e. g., in the Balkans— 
futilely to defend democracy where there 
is no smell! out of it in the grass-roots. 


It is said that it will be impossible to 
get an exchange of free information out of 
Russia. The same Jeremiahs said it was 
impossible to get an atomic pact out of 
Russia based upon the recognition of a 
place for the General Assembly of the 
United Nations in atomic control, They 
did not faze Mr, Byrnes. Nor must they 
in this matter. 

Our diplomacy must be unafraid when 
it is right. All we want is reciprocity. 
Reciprocity cannot be obtained by idle 
threats. But it can be brought to realiza- 
tion by a forceful diplomatic initiative con- 
ducted throughout the world,

Biography of George Sand 
Puts Emphasis on Romance 


“The Life of the Heart: George Sand and Her Times,” 
by Frances Winwar. (Harper & Brothers, New 
York.) 

Miss Winwar’s sparkling account of the 
life of the nineteenth century French nov- 
elist, George Sand, follows the pattern set 
by her earlier biographies. It exploits the 
exciting and especially the erotic passages 
in the career of a flamboyant genius. 

We are reminded that the biographer is 
also a novelist by the vividness with which 
her characters and scenes are presented, 
and even more by the implausibly plot-like 
distinctness of episodes and interactions of 
characters in her narrative arrangement, 
The roles of her persons are defined a lit- 
tle too neatly; they make their exits and 
their entrances with too much appropri- 
ateness of phrase and. flourish, 

. * * 

The book shows an almost entire preoe- 
cupation with the romantic adventures of 
its subject and a comparative neglect of 
her literary accomplishment. If this em- 
phasis were crudely and sensationally done 
it would be intolerable, but it is done with 
such refined eclat that a reader applauds 
the doing while he deplores the deed. 

The only reason for writing anyone’s 
biography is to explain his memorable 
achievement. George Sand's achievement 
cannot be explained without an extensive 
exploration of her affairs of the heart, for 
the ardent spirit which flames visibly in - 
her novels was distilled from the actual emo 
tionaf* experiences of her life. But Miss 
Winwar does not satisfactorily establish the 
details of the process by which George 
Sand converted fleeting experience inte 
lasting art. 

The real principle of George Sand’s lit- 
erary development was the way in which 
her passionately sympathetic temperament 
embraced with increasing scope the prob- 
lems of human relations, and illuminated 
them with light from her own experience, 

- - * 

Her earlier novels, tales of domestic tram 
edy and broken lives, showed her bruised > 
idealism facing personal, but typical, prob 
lems of relationship between man and wom- 
an. Her later novels, until the quiet of age 
and retirement brought them a pastoral 
peace, showed her enlarging awareness of 
the broader problems of a complex human 
society, 

How the idealism so frustrated In life 
was richly fulfilled in literary creation 
ought to be shown in an adequate biogra- 
phy. Miss Winwar has given us instead a 
half-book, elegant and witty, spicy and 
well-garnished, but finally disappointing.

WAINWRIGHT WARNS 
AGAINSTUS. APATHY 


Says Attitude Precedes Dis- 
integration of Armed 
Forces. 


» DETROIT, Jan. 28 (AP)—Gen. 
Jonathan M. Wainwright, who 
commanded the American forces 
at Bataan and Corregidor, warned 
today he is “beginning to see 
those symptoms of apathy and 
disinterest which have appeared 
at the end. of every war we have 
fought.” 

“When those symptoms appear, 
disintegration of the armed forces 
invariably follows,” the General 
told members of the Detroit Eco- 
nomic Club, 

“From the beginning of the Re- 
public, men rich in wisdom and 
experience have warned that mili- 


tary impotency breeds internation- | 


al disrespect, encourages agegres- 
sion and finally sets the stage for 
another war,” he said. 

Gen. Wainwright made a plea 
for universal military training and 
said the only alternative would 
be maintenance of a large stand- 
ing army which would be costly 
and repugnant to the American 
people, 

He said he had _ gained 
pounds since his release from 
Japanese prison camp and is now 
almost at normal weight.

EFFORTS TOWARD RECOVERY 


The greatest story of the Jew- 
ish people in American-occupied 
Germany and Poland is their unit- 
ed effort to adjust 
after years of persecution, Maj. 
Alfred Fleishman, national direc- 
tor of public relations for the 
American Jewish War Veterans, 
said yesterday. He spoke at a 
breakfast at Hotel Chase, spon- 
sored by the St. Louis section of 
the American Jewish Conference. 

In a brief discussion of the war 
criminal trials, Maj. Fleishman 
said that the presiding jurist, in 
the course of a trial, expressed 
his satisfaction with the prison- 
camp records until 1943, but in- 
quired as to the records for the 
years ol 1943, 1944 and 1945. “I 
do not know,” the witness replied. 
“We killed so many during that 
time we just lost count.” 

Maj. Fleishman, who recently 
was awarded the Legion of Merit, 
is on a tour of the country re- 
porting the findings of his post- 
war studies of conditions in 
American-occupied Europe.

STEAMING cup of consom- 

me, a red tomato stuffed with 

a lively flavored tuna salad 
with rye wafers, and some fresh 
fruit makes a luncheon that 
should delight almost anybody. 
Tuna resembles chicken more 
than any other meat. That is 
why it ig sometimes called 
chicken of the sea. The flavor is 
mild enough to respond delight- 
fully to peppy seasonings such as 
mustard and piquant salad dress- 
ings. For a most attractive salad, 
the tuna should not be flaked too 
small; if desired, the seasonings 
and dressing may be combined 
with the tuna two or three hours 
before serving time, and stored in 
a bowl, covered, placed in the re- 
frigerator to marinate. The fish 
will absorb enough of the flavors 
from the seasonings to tie the 
salad together in a pleasant way 
from the standpoint of taste. 


This salad should be assembled 
just before it is taken to the table. 
The tomatoes can be prepared 
while they are still cold by cutting 
like a tulip. Beginning at the blos- 
som end, cut into sixths about 
two-thirds of the way down to 
the stem erfd. It is important that 
the tomato sections hold together. 
Spread gently apart to provide a 
receptable for the tuna salad, 
Sprinkle inside of tomato lightly 
with salt. Then drop the salad 
mixture into the tomato spon- 
taneously and make no effort to 
pat it down to make it compact 
and smooth. Lift onto a crisp 
lettuce cup. Garnish with a small 
blob of mayonnaise and serve 
promptly. By following these 
rules the tomato as well as the 
salad will have the freshest pos- 
sible appearance. It will also be 
cold, and there will be no possible 
opportunity for any part of the 
salad to have a wilted or “worked- 
over” look. 


Tomato Stuffed With Tuna Salad. 


Five medium (tomatoes, one 
seven-ounce tin tuna fish, one- 
third cup celery, cut in thin strips; 
one tablespoon lime juice, one- 
fourth teaspoon rind of lime, 
grated; one tablespoon chopped 
sweet pickle, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth cup mayonnaise, 
one hard-cooked egg, coarsely 
chopped; lettuce cups; cucumber, 
about one-half medium scored and 
cut into one-eighth inch slices; 
one hard-cooked egg sliced. 


Peel tomatoes, remove stem and 
chill. Place tuna in bowl and 
break up into smaller flakes. Mix 
celery, juice, rind, pickle, salt, and 
mayonnaise thoroughly. Combine 
with tuna mixing lightly but 
thoroughly. Place tomatoes in let- 
tuce cups. Cut into eighths or 
fifths, not severing the sections. 
Place heaping tablespoons of tuna 
mixture in center of each tomato. 
Garnish with cucumber § slices 
placed between tomato sections. 
Place slice of egg on top. Five 
servings.

Braised Short Ribs, 


Have two and one-half pounds 
short ribs cut into serving por- 
tions. Wipe with damp cloth, 
Brown in two tablespoons short- 
ening. Add one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt and one-fourth cup hot 
water. Reduce heat, cover and 
simmer (never boil) ribs until 
meat is just about tender—from 
three-fourths to one and one-half 
hours—the time depending on the 
age of beef. The last half hour, 
add one cup each of sliced onions, 
celery, and four medium potatoes. 
Again cover and cook until all 
vegetables are tender, Four serv- 
ings. 


Cream Mayonnaise 


Three tablespoons cream, one- 
third cup mayonnaise. 

Beat cream until light and beat 
in mayonnaise A cup and tiny 
egg beater are convenient for 
small amounts like this,

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Respiratory Infections 


OW is a good time to discuss 
N respiratory infections as they 
are certainly rampant. I am 
going to skip the real medical fea- 
tures which includes the bacterio- 
pathologic invasion and changes. 
I will try and impress on my 
readers the common sense way to 
use prophylactic measures to avoid 
respiratory infections, the orderly 
and sane way to proceed to treat 
yourself once the infection. has 
struck, and the sensible way to 
recuperate following the illness. 
The best assurance against con- 
tracting respiratory infections is 
the care you give yourself. Proper 
hours at work, relaxation, rest, 
good elimination, moderate exer- 
cise, lots of fluids especiall water 
and good substantial food with 
rich foods eliminated is a good be- 
ginning. The care of the body 
both as to wearing apparel and 
cleanliness is added protection, 
Avoidance of wet feet and chilling 
of the body is important. Exces- 
sive smoking and drinking of alco- 
holic beverages lowers the body 
resistance and is to be con- 
demned. Moderate smoking or 
drinking is permissible but not 
conducive to body build-up. The 
application of vaseline to each 
nostril at bedtime and proper ven- 
tilation of the sleeping room is 
important. Avoid over-heated 
houses or sudden changes in room 
temperature. Stay’ away from 
crowded places as much as pos- 
sible. Where people are congre- 
gated and coughing and sneezing 


is predominant bacteria are tossed 
about at random. 

These are simple don’ts” but 
sometimes in spite of these pre- 
cautions you are. victimized, 
thought less intensive in most in- 
stances, 

If your upper respiratory cham- 


ber gives evidence of infection 
immediately consult your. ear, 
nose and throat specialist. Jf the 
infection involves the chest go to 
bed and call your physician. This 
is essential to avoid serious chest 
complications. Absolute bed-rest 
is vital to avoid a prolonged ill- 
ness. 
with sulfa drugs and penicillin. 
These two drugs control chest com- 
plications admirably and ygur phy- 
sician can watch early evidence of 
pneumonia and-hospitalize you for 
penicillin over the 24-hour period. 
X-ray of the chest is important 
to recognize small isolated pneu- 
monic spots and to have labora- 
tory facilities for determining the 
type of infection and its progress. 
The recuperation period is impor- 
tant and must be insisted upon 
to avoid a relapse which in many 
instances is more serious than the 
primary infection. Returning to 
wark before the infection is com- 
pletely eliminated is very danger- 
ous. 

Do not flirt with a respiratory 
infection. It is serious and calls 
for medical aid and advice.

Then 
Mr. Bevin reminded me that down 
in the crypt there is a church, 
and when members of Parliament 
come in and bow to the Speaker 
they are really bowing to what 
was once an altar. I remembered 
then I had once seen this church, 
and I think it a rather nice idea 
that people come to be married and 
to christen their babies in the same 
building where the laws of their 
land are made, 

Later in the afternoon I went to 
the English Speaking Union for a 
reception given by the National 
Council of Womer. of Great Brit- 
ain. A great many representatives 
of various women’s organizations 
were there. As so often happens, 
I think a difference of opinion is 
developing among the _ various 
groups of women as to the exact 
representation or affiliation they 
desire to have with the U.N.O, 
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I MYSELF believe the !mpor- 
tant thing is to stress the attitude 
taken in the very beginning of the 
U.N.O, charter, which reaffirms 
“faith .in fundamental human 
rights, in the dignity and worth of 
the human person, In the equal 
rights of men and women and of 
nations large and gmall.” This 
really means, I think, that women 
should come in on an equal basis 
—not even as specialized groups, 
unless they are representing some 
particular objective. Their influ- 
ence should be felt as delegates, 
alternates and advisers. 

Among the women now here are 
economists, lawyers and_= social 
workers, all leaders and experts in 
their various fields. With this type 
of representation, I believe, wom-

ASE H-252: Harley K., aged 29, is the father of three 
(C cnnaren: “Maybe I am unusually irritable,” he confessed 

ruefully, “but they get on my nerves on many occasions. 
‘That is especially true when we are cooped up in the auto for 
a long drive, as to my wife’s home in the country. The chil- 
dren wrangle and quarrel and argue until I think I'll go crazy. 
What can a fellow do to quiet them down, Dr. Crane?” 
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I CERTAINLY can sympathize with Harley, for when we 
get our five children in the car for a long drive, we often ex- 
perience the same irritation. So we have developed a number 
of games that will help for a short time. One of them is to 
divide into teams and then see which can find the most four- 
footed animals on its side of the road during a fixed distance, 
such as 25 to 50 miles. Hogs and cattle, horses, sheep, cats 
and dogs all count. This game is good for half an hour or 
Jonger, depending upon the animation that the adults can 
inject into it. 

Somewhat similar is the “alphabet” game. We again 
form competing teams and try to build up a straight sequence 
of letters from “a” to “z” by watching for road signs that 
cpntain the printed words from which we lift the letters. The 
first one to reach “z” wins.

A heart-diamond cross- 
ruff followed; then the declarer 
cashed the club ace and ruffed a 
club. 

West over-ruffed with the blank 
ace of trumps, and, of course, had 
to return either a heart or a dia- 
mond, Dummy was now out of 
both of those suits, so, apparently 
West felt that it didn’t matter 
which he led. Probably the heart 
queen was “nearest to his thumb,” 
and he exited with that card. 


It was an unfortunate play! 
Dummy ruffed with its last trump, 
and East’s heart ace fell on the 
same trick. Now all South had to 
do was ruff another club, lay down 
the trump king to fell East’s 
queen, and claim the contract. 


It made a vast difference wheth- 
er West led a heart or a diamond 
after over-ruffing with a trump 
ace! South had shown that he 
was out of diamonds and clubs, 
True, he might have started out 
with eight spades and four hearts, 
but if this was the case the de- 
fenders might as well toss in the 
sponge, because nothing could stop 
South from ruffing his fourth 
heart. The only hope, then, was 
that Fast had the spade queen; 
and that on a diamond lead by 
West he could discard his last 
heart and over-ruff dummy’s jack 
when South, perforce, tried to ruff 
out his long heart suit.
